System of Making Long Range 
Weather Forecasts Told by 
Padre of the Rains 


San Francisco—In a lecture on ‘‘Sun 
Spots and Weather,’’ Father Jerome 
Ricard told of the connection between 
sun spots and the weather that he had 
discovered in observations lasting over 
a period of 13 years. The big attend- 
ance evidenced the general interest 
being taken in the researches of the 
astronomer of Santa Clara University. 

‘‘These spots on the sun rise on the 
western rim of the luminary, pass 
across its face, disappear round its 
western edge, travel around the other 
side away from the earth and then re- 
appear on the east again,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
have found that when a spot is three 
days from disappearing to the west a 
storm will rise over the Pacific coast, 
passing thereafter over the Rocky 
mountains. When the spot sets there 
is experienced over the northwest a 
cold wave which gradually works down 
this way, bringing in its train early 
morning frosts and death to the 
oranges. Furthermore there is another 
storm when the spot is three days 
from the sun’s' meridian, the rear 
of the luminary, and another when it 
is three days from the eastern edge 
again. It takes 14 days for the spot 
to go round, and in this way I can give 
a month’s weather foregast.’’ 

Thus in general outline did~ Father 
Ricard sketch his discovery, which, 
briefly, amounts to this: For every 
storm that visits the Pacific coast, the 
spot is three days’ journey from one of 
the sun’s meridians. If the sun spots 
occur together, then the earth storms 
coalesce ; if they are separate, then the 
terrestrial disturbances, too, are sepa- 
rate. Father Ricard thought that the 
great question for meteorology to solve 
was the tracks of the storms. He be- 
lieved that these would be‘ found to be 
connected with the latitude of the sun 
spots. In closing, he said that more 
up-to-date and expensive instruments 
are needed in his werk.atSanta Clara 
to produce the best results. Such a 


telescope as he rea}ly required would 
cost from $50, 0 000 to $60, 00 to $60,000.

OXEN USED AS “GUARDIANS” 


Curious Methods Observed. in Spain 
fot the Caring of the Fight- 
ing Bulls. 


Whatever one’s views may be in re 
gard to bull fighting, there is one fea 
ture of the national sport of Spain 
which is particularly interesting to 
the visitor and sightseer. The bulls 
for the arena are usually kept in 
large paddocks, wild and unfettered— 
for, as Sir Albert Rollit, who has vis- 
ited one of these paddocks near Se- 
ville, says, “The animals know noth- 
ing of ropes or chains quring life- 
time. »” 

It is a dangerous business, however, 
entering these paddocks. gSir Albert 
stood some 50 paces from the bulls, 
and in his interesting letter describing 
the scene, published in Country Life, 
Bays: “We entered with our lives in 
our hands.” 

The bulls, however, are kept in or 
der by a cordon of tame oxen, which, 
if a bull attempts to escape, at once 
prevents it doing so, actifig skilfully 
and effectively as a speciés of bovine 
police. “The night before the spec- 
tacle in the bull ring at Seville,” to 
quote Sir Albert, “the bulls are driven, 
still quite at large, by picadors along 
the boulevards, intermixed with the 
oxen and restrained only by them. On 
my asking if there must not be danger 
to the public using the boulevard, the 
reply was that occasionally a bull 
might hide in the bushes:of the cen- 


“tral gardens and fall foul of a work- 


man in the morning; but such inci- 
dents did not seem to be;regarded as 
matters of much ‘mportance compared 
with the popularity of the national 
amusement. At times miany of the 
aristocracy and others of both sexes 
ride on horseback in ad¥ance of the 
bulls, which is regarded:as fine, but 
tather dangerous sport. a 

“When at, or near, midnight the 
bulls thus enter the bull ring, the 
scene is one of great turmoil, noise 
and excitement. In rush the driven 
animals, helter-skelter, a motley crowd 
of men and beasts, a veritable pande- 
monium. The last scene is most inter- 
esting of all. Stables with. open doors 
encompass the arena, in’front of each 
pf which is a sliding door and at the 
back a lighted lantern} ‘ These lan- 
terns the bulls make for one after 
another, smashing them -and extin- 
guishing the lights; and, as each light 
js observed by an attendant to be put 
out, he slips down the! door of the 
stable and the bull is thus encaged 
and ready for the Spanish holiday of 
the morrow. Successively the lights 
disappear, and when aff are out and 
the doors of the stables closed the 
police oxen are driven but of the bull 
ring to return to their more peace 
ful paddocks, and to fender similar 
service to other bulls and other de 
votees of the bull ring.”

When we see a déad horse in the 
street we either do not think of him 
at all, or we say “Poor horse,” and 
pass on and forget all about him a 
minute later. Then after awhile the 
movers come along and cart the ani. | 
mal away to the dumping grounds, and 
that io the last of htm. But that sim- 
ple process would not end his career 
if he were a Parisian horse. As is to 
be expected, the wily Parisian, who is 
noted for his economical habits, knows 
better than to let dead horses turn to 
dust without any profit accruing to 
him. This is how they are utilized: 
First, the hair of the mane and tail, 
which amounts to about one-quarter of 
a pound, is cut off and used in brushes, 
switches, whips, and so on. The skin 
is then removed and sold to tanners. 
The shoes are sold to the “ole-rags-ole- 
fron” man. The feet are cut off, dried 
and beaten in order to make the hoofs 
come away, which are then sold to 
combmakers or manufacturers of am- 
monia or prussian blue. Every parti- 
cle of fat is picked out and melted and 
used by makers of enamel and glass 
toys, for greasing shoe leather and 
harness, and in the manufacture of 
soap and gas. The workmen eat the 
best pleces of the flesh and give the 
Ffoorer pieces to dogs, cats, hogs and 
poultry, or use them for manufactur- 
ing prussian blue. The bones are sold 
to fanmakers or cutlers, or are made 
into ivory-black. Sometimes they 
serve as fuel for melting the fat The 
sinews and tendons are sold to glue 
makers. The small intestines are 
made into coarse strings. And by the 
time all that is disposed of there isn’t 
much of a horse left.

Little Rodents Are Good at Distin- 
gulehing Different Degrees of !I- 
tumination and Colors. 

How much does a mouse see? To 
look at a mouse, one would think that 
sight counted for a great deal in its 
life, but experiments go to show that 
this is only true within certain limits 
Mice are good at distinguishing differ- 
ent degrees of illumination @@d4 differ 
ent color® (preferring red and yellow 
to blue and green), and they are quick 
to detect movements, but they have 
little sense of form and little binocular 
vision. 

Does a snail see? Field observa- 
tions suggest that the animal avolds 
the light. Laboratory experiments, on 
the other hand, suggest that it prefers 
the light. Prof. Emile Yung of Geneva 
has reinvestigated the question and 
finds that both these conclusions are 
wrong. He made over 2,000 observa 
tions on 170 snails and found that 
they were quite indifferent to all sorts 
of light stimulus, that they do not pre 
fer lighted or shaded areas, and that 
they do not see obstacles in front of 
them, and that their eyes have no vis 
ual significance.
